- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability Is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Fonm will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Attorney White explained the proposed novelty of the applicants 
invention in light of Greamo and Jenkins, with specific reference to the limitation of the future costs with regard to the 
expected future orders. While no agreement was made with regard to the novelty of the claimed limitation, the 
Examiner will examine the amendment (to be filed by the applicant) in light of the new explanation. The Applicant also 
noted the provisional references used by Greamo and Jenkins contained different inventors. It was discovered that the 
application number used for Jenkins was incorrectly stated in PAIR. The provisional application number should be 
60/243427 for Jenkins. The application number for the Greamo reference is 60/243400. The Examiner has submitted a 
request to have this changed. In addition, the applicant argued the presence of the claimed invention in the provisional 
application(s). The Examiner has previously addressed the provisional application and requests that the specific 
elements not present be indicated by the applicant. 
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
